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REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claim 1 is allowable over cited prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art did not disclose mobile phone bent in a length direction of a belt to correspond 
to a curvature of a user's waist and including a signal terminal; an earphone assembly 
fixedly mounted to the mobile phone support adjacent to the mobile phone 
accommodating section, the earphone assembly; a mobile phone support fixedly 
mounted to the belt and bent to correspond to the curvature of the mobile phone and 
the user's waist, the mobile phone.
